George Kiirqiihar wrote at Cie ond 
o^ tho brief period of fifty years 
'vhich taw the srrowth of Restoration 
Drama with Ita unlquo comedy of 
manner.^. The Restoration harf brought 
a peculiar sot cf conditions into Eti- 
plish life. The.<;e"wcrc reflected In the 
dr.ama of the day. That dram.-i is ax 
distlnotlvc a.i its time, and is valu- 
able to-day not only as literature and 
as art. but .is genuine documents of 
.in extremely Interesting period, po.s 
isesslng a nuality that w-as capable of 
glvlnp to the convcnial drama a new 
vitality and freshness. 

George Farquhar wrote "The Beaux 
Stratagem" when be waa on his death 
betl. He. was dead before ho was 
thirty, ana from his first play "Liovo 
and a Bottle" to his last he wroto 
with und'imiiiished vigour. Before ho
